He 
Licwellyn E. Thompson who, es 
the time, was American second 
secrétary and consul to Russia, 

It was an act of courage that 
Thompson has never regretted. 
Not only did it give him a useful 
insight into the methodical way 
the Russlans behaved under 
stress. It also raised his status 
among the Russians. 

“Tommy” Thompson, now 
Amcrican Ambassador to Russia, 
is as well thought of among the 
Russian lenders as any ving 
Amtrican —.and more, -much 
more, than most." 7 


Strong viewpoint 

In the present crisia which Is 
bullding up between Enst ond 
West over the future of Berlln, 
such a diplomat as Thompson is 
a useful mon to have around, 
both to put the West's point of 
view strongly to the Russian 
lenders, and to give a wise in« 
terpretation of Red reaction. 

He has specialised in Russlan 
affairs almost from, the time he 
jolned the forelgn. service in 
1929 and was Ambassador . to 
Russia when Elsenhower was 
President. .President Kennedy 
told him to stay at his: post — 
and gave him even more 
responsi{bility than he had under 
Efsenhower. : 

When Thompson .was. in 
Washington in March, Kennedy 
empowered him to scrve as 
more than 3 personable f4n- 
voyor ‘helt of {deos and .n- 


formation betweon Washington |. 


and Moscow. a 

He was told that he could 
negotiate with the Soviet Union 
on the issues dividing East and 
West, enjoying the full confidence 
and support of the President. 

In effect, he became: the Pre- 
sident’s chief negotiator with 
Khrushchoy — an Ambassndor- 
Extraordinary.

Fitty-six-year-old Thompson 
was born tn the American West 
and has the tall, spare Jook of 
the country-bred American. He 
is quict-mannered, wry-humour- 
ed and can be extremely in- 
fornial.
